The monthly 6-metre net organised by Kerry Amateur Radio Group will take place 
next on Monday the 4th of June.

Prefixes for Montenegro and Serbia 


When Montenegro first became an independent country, the prefix YU6 was 
tentatively allocated to it. However, it now has a call sign block of its own. The ITU 
now lists 4O (that’s “four Oscar”) as Montenegro’s prefix. This means Montenegro 
stations may use 400 through 409, while Serbian stations will continue to use YT and 
YU prefixes for all call districts, 0 through 9. The ITU reportedly wants the two 
nations to complete the transition to new call sign blocks as soon as possible. 


The ITU has taken back the former 4N and YZ prefixes for future reassignment. 


Members that use computer logging software should update their software to reflect 
these new prefix allocations.
